Within a few weeks there will be determined the question of 
whether Saginaw, and particularly Saginaw High School, is to be al- 
lowed to maintain unimpaired the fruits of pioneering work in an 
important field of scholastic activity, or will be fated to fall far behind 
the mark set by enlightened communities in other parts of the country. 

Whether the foresight of those men who fourteen years ago made 
Alumni field one of the show places of high school athletics the country 
over, is to be nullified; whether the wholehearted work of class after 
class of energetic students is to be in vain, depends largely upon 
whether the people of Saginaw, through their lawful representatives 
make provision in May for improvements to Alumni field that are abso- 
lutely essential if it is to continue worthy of the school whose students 
use it. 

Alumni field is a result of real pioneering on the part of a small 
group of men. There was a day when the students had to be content 
with whatever makeshift athletic field the inspiration of the moment 
could provide. Sometimes it was a baseball diamond, unused for the 
time by its owners. Sometimes even this comparative luxury was 
denied the athletic teams that defended Saginaw High’s banner and 
they battled with their opponents on rough, unfenced fields. They had 
to organize searching parties to clear out the stones and bricks and the 
bigger chips before the season’s activities could start. 

But about fifteen years ago a group of men who owed the found- 
ations of their education to Saginaw High and retained a feeling of 
interest in the school and sympathy for its students, had a vision of 
better things than they had been able to enjoy. Their ideas gradually 
took form and finlaly centered around the old circus grounds in what 
was then a rather sparsely settled section of the east side. 

An opportunity arose for the purchase of this property at a price 
that now would seem ridiculously low. Through the Alumni associa- 
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tion of Saginaw high the property was bought. Cedar street, running 
through the property, was closed by the city partly as a result of the 
interest students took in he project. The board of education built a 
brick fence around the two square blocks of the field and other im- 
provements were made, principally by alumni and student activities. 
Eventually the deed to the property was turned over to the school 
board. 

Alumni field was a noteworthy possession when it first was ac- 
quired. High school athletics in that day had not reached the develop- 
ment of the present time, and the situation in which Saginaw high 
students had found themselves, their lack of proper athletic facilities, 
was common all over the country. 

So Alumni field sprang into prominence and was known all over 
the country as one of the finest high school athletic fields in the United 
States. Hackley field in Muskegon was one of the few high school 
fields anywhere near its class, and even Hackley field could hardly 
compare with Alumni field. Many colleges lacked anything that com- 
pared with the Saginaw field. 

But with the field in the possession of the school, its development 
languished. It was adequate for a time, then it began to be increas- 
ingly evident that improvements were necessary. Some of these the 
school board or he students were able to make. A club house, with 
lockers and showers was built by student contributors. 

The school board built a grandstand, and the students bought a 
string of knock-down bleacher seats. Some money was spent by the 
school authorities, and a considerable amount by the students, for 
maintenance. 

But the growth of the school and increased interest in athletics 
have, during recent years, taxed the capacity of the field fur beyond 
the limit of its resources. And at the same time the development of 
athletic fields in other cities, proceeding at a much mode rapid rate than 
in Saginaw, has left the field that once was a show place a rather poor 
specimen of present day athletic plants. 

The time has arrived when immediate action is necessary if the 
field is once more to be made adequate to the needs of the school and 
restored to its one-time standing among such fields. 

Most pressing among its needs are new locker rooms and showers. 
Not only is the present locker and shower equipment wholly inade- 
quate, but its condition has become a positive menace to the health of 
those who use it. Dr. William DeKleine, city health officer, has con- 
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demned the club house, and many instances are known where skin dis- 
eases have been spread as a result of unhealthful conditions in the 
structure. Besides this it is far too small. 

Those in touch with athletic activities in Saginaw High, feel that 
the small turnout of football players for the school's squad toward the 
close of last fall's season was largely due to the intolerable conditions 
in the locker rooms and showers. Not enough boys and no girls are 
enjoying the physical benefits the field should give them. 

The natural question is: What are we going to do about it? In 
the budget of the east side school board, which will go to the board of 
estimates for approval in May, there is an appropriation to cover the 
cost of new locker rooms and showers, adequate in size and providing 
proper safeguards for the health of those who use them. 

We hope this appropriation will be approved by the board of 
estimates, unaltered. The burden of acquiring and developing the 
field in the past has been carried largely by the alumni of the school 
and by its students. The amount of money provided by the city has 
been small, only a fraction of the value of the property. Perhaps be- 
cause so much of the work was done by individuals, the publie as a 
whole has not appreciated the importance of the field, nor the neces- 
sity for maintaining it in a useful and sanitary condition. 

But the time has come when the people of Saginaw shouid realize 
what the field means in the development of hundreds of students who 
participate in health-giving sports there. And it perhaps is largely a 
task for the students themselves to educate them in his and bring 
home to them the importance of a liberal publie policy toward the 
field. The members of the present east side school board are heartily 
in accord with the plan of putting the field into proper condition; only 
the approval of the board of estimates remains to be obtained. 

Alumni field is a real asset to the city and to the school system, 
one that can be appreciated only by those who are familiar with the 
work that it makes possible in building up the bodies of high school 
students and training their minds in the way that only sports can train 
them. From a purely financial point of view the field has increased 
enormously in value since it was established. It now is in the center of 
a beautiful residential district and if it were to be bought today could 
be obtained only at an utterly prohibitive price. Its location is con- 
venient not only to the students themselves, but to the thousands of 
people who go there to see games and other athletic events. 

The city should show its appreciation of the efforts of those who 
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made the field possible and its understanding of its value to the rising 
generation in the community by taking whatever steps are necessary 
to put Alumni field into proper condition. Only in this way can the 
city regain its standing in the high school athletic world which Alumni 
field once gave it, but which has been lost through indifference and 
false economy.
